It is significant that many of 
Knight’s largest contributors in his 
primary campaign for lieutenant 
governor were counsels for large in- 
surance companies. 

Knight has illustrated his general 
anti-working man, _pro-large-cor- 
poration viewpoint in two cases in- 
volving the Railway Brotherhoods. 

Present laws do not grant rail- 
road workers any compensation for 
accidents received on the job. The 
only thing an injured worker can do 
to obtain funds to cover his injury 
is to bring suit against the railroad 
in the courts. Thus, the judge hear- 
ing his case has complete power 
over the welfare of the railroad 
worker and his family. 

In two recent cases, both occur- 
ring at times when Knight was a 
candidate and in need of the large 
campaign contributions that big 
corporations can provide, Knight 
has denied the worker’s right to 
compensation. 

In one case, that of Mrs. Albertine 
Hennessy, widow of a _ railway 
switchman killed on the job, Knight 
threw the case out of court with 
a “non-suit” decision (ruling that 
no grounds for a suit existed) and

did not even permit the jury to de- 
cide on the merits of the case. Mrs. 
Hennessy, left a widow with four 
children ranging from eight to four- 
teen to support, sued the Santa Fe 
railroad for damages in the death 
of her husband. Hennessy, a them- 
ber of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen No. 78, was killed when 
he was thrown from the top of a 
boxcar in the San Gabriel railway 
yards. 

Judge Knight rendered his de- 
cision that denied the right of the 
widow to receive compensation last 
March at the heights of his pri- 
mary campaign for the office of 
lieutenant governor. 

The flagrant injustice of Knight’s 
decision was soon demonstrated 
when the Santa Fe offered the 
widow a_ settlement of $24,000, 
rather than let the case go to a 
new trial before a less prejudiced 
judge. 

In February of 1943, after Knight 
had announced his intention of run- 
ning for United States’ Senator, he 
gave a similar biased decision in 
another Railway Brotherhood com- 
pensation case. 

A jury in his courtroom had al- 
ready awarded Brad Colvin, a Santa 
Fe switchman, $25,000 damages for 
a permanent vision injury received 
in a fall in the Santa Fe yards at 
Belen, New Mexico. Without warn- 
ing, Knight set aside the verdict of 
the jury and granted the motion of 
the Santa Fe for a new trial, on the 
flimsy pretext that the testimony of 
witnesses was “physically impos- 
sible.” 

Again, in this case the Santa Fe 
recognized the validity of the claim 
against them and took the oppor- 
tunity to settle cheaply by offering 
Colvin $10,000, instead of letting the 
case go to a new trial. Colvin, who 
had been unable to work for several 
months, was forced to take this in- 
adequate settlement. 

During the trial of both of these 
cases Knight frequently delayed 
and interrupted the proceedings to

The Federation by unanimous vote 
has taken the following action: 

“Be it resolved that the Alameda 
County Federation of Teachers, Lo- 
|cal 771, go on record as approving 
Proposition 3 and vigorously oppos- 
ing Proposition 13. 

“Education is at the cross-roads,” 
says President Edwin M. Ross, “A 
most deplorable situations exist.” 

Schools are understaffed. There 
is a serious teacher shortage. There 
are few teachers coming up through 
teacher training institutions. School 
buildings are in disrepair; many are 
old and need to be replaced. There 
is a lack of modern equipment and 
there is such overcrowding of class- 
rooms and such increase in teacher ' 
duties and teacher load as to make 
the situation in many cases un- 
bearable. Teachers are leaving the 
teaching profession for more lucra- 
tive fields. 

Proposition 3 sets a_ statewide 
minimum salary for teachers of 
$2400. We believe that such a be- 
ginning salary will attract more 
young people to the teaching pro- 
fession. 

Proposition 13, does not safe- 
guard the teacher by guaranteeing 
a livable minimum wage. On the 
other hand it limits the percentage 
of state funds which may bé spent 
by any district for teachers’ salaries. 

Should Proposition 13 pass, each 
district could set its own minimum 
salary, a practice which has now 
been to a large extent a determin- 
ing factor in bringing about the 
present teacher shortage. 

Proposition 3 increases the state 
support for education, thus lighten- 
ing the burden of the taxpayers of 
the district. Proposition 3 recog- 
nizes the kindergarten as a part of 
the State School System, and allo- 
cates state funds to its support. 
Never before has this been done— 
local taxation has supported the 
kindergartens. This too will lighten 
the burden of the local taxpayers. 
Proposition 13 does not offer recog- 
nition of the state’s responsibility 
to provide educational opportunity 
on all levels of instruction. 

Proposition 3 provides for subse- 
quent equalization in the apportion- 
ment of state school funds so that 
those districts who need help most 
will secure that help. Equality of 
opportunity for every child in the 
state is its goal. 

Finally, the provisions of Proposi 
tion 13 and Proposition 3 are in 
such conflict that, should both 
propositions pass, the matter of 
what should be the method of State 
School support would have to be 
taken to the courts. The final de- 
cision might take years. Education 
in California would suffer a defi- 
nite setback. 

It is the judgment of Alameda 
County Federation of Teachers, Lo- 
cal 771, that Proposition 3 better 
serves the interests of education,

Plumbers and Gas

Already the extremely delicate 
business of shifting from a tightly- 
controlled war economy to a “free 
market” has become the football of 
rough-and 
- tumble poli- 
tics. Beneath 
all the vote- 
catching prop- 
aganda. the 
facts are clear 
and simple. 
There were two 
approaches to 
reconversion: one by way of gradual 
and orderly decontrol; the other by 
way of an immediate return to a 
free market, with only a few items 
such as rents, excepted. The Ad- 
ministration supports the first 
plan; the coalition of Republicans 
and Southern Democrats, which 
dominated the 79th Congress, 
favored the second. The arguments 
for these positions are familiar to 
everyone interested in orderly con- 
trol. Orderly decontrol was repudi- 
ated by the Congress, first when it 
refused, beginning in September of 
1945, to deal with price control in 
plenty of time to avoid speculative 
hoarding and other evils bred by 
uncertainty; and then again last 
June when, on the eve of the ex- 
piration of the price-control act, it 
passed a totally inadequate substi- 
tute. The President's veto of this 
bill, the orgy which followed during 
July and August, and the tardy pas- 
sage of the weak bill which Mr. 
Truman reluctantly signed, will all 
be remembered. 

The point is that the struggle be- 
tween the two viewpoints resulted 
in a compromise which was a vic- 
tory for the proponents of “free 
enterprise.” That victory has now 
become practically unconditional. 
Supply and demand will be shortly 
balanced, but at an inflated price 
level which it is to be hoped will be 
but temporary. 


AID THE VETERANS 
BY VOTING YES

ith the typical fighting spirit 
which brought victory for the Amer- 
ican forces in World Wars I and II 
Sam Herman, California Depart- 
ment Adjutant of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, in a public address 
last night struck out at the motion 
picture industry’s opposition to 
Proposition No. 2 and their “stark 
plan to poison the minds of Cali- 
fornia voters against the veterans 
of this state and their welfare and 
rehabilitation program.” 

Herman read excerpts of the 
secret plans of the opponents as 
outlined by George Nasser, presi- 
dent of the California Theaters and 
Affiliated Industries, in which mem- 
bers were urged to action because 
“dog racing would seriously affect 
theater business.” 

“It means nothing to the movie 
trust,” Herman concluded, “that 
your ‘yes’ vote on Proposition No. 2 
would provide the war veterans of 
California with a guaranteed re- 
habilitation program and thereby 
end the need for present levy on the 
State’s taxpayers.” 

Proposition No. 2 is the veteran- 
sponsored measure for state-super- 
vised greyhound racing. A state tax 
on the new sports enterprise, esti- 
mated at more than $2,000,000 an- 
nually, will go for veterans’ wel- 
fare.

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Defeat Knowland, Republican 
Anti-Labor Candidate 


The attempt of a few individuals to dress up William S. 
Knowland as a friend of labor blew up this week after a checkup 
of official compilations by the AFL, the Teamsters, and the 
State Federation on Knowland'’s record. 

On his brief time in the U. S. Senate, Knowland is rated defi- 
nitely anti-labor by the California State Federation of Labor 
and by the Teamsters’ Joint Council No. 42 in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Official Teamster compilation, which is presented on a large 
bulletin board in the Los Angeles Teamster building, rates 
Knowland on a percentage basis with 50 per cent good labor 
votes, 40 per cent bad labor votes and 10 per cent absent. 

The Teamsters rate Knowland officially even lower than the 
official national AFL compilation from Washington, which 

ives Knowland six good votes, six bad votes, and three absent. 
nowland voted for the Hobbs Bill, directed particularly against 
the Teamsters. 

Teamster rating on Knowland’s earlier legislative career in 
California parallel closely those of the California State Federa- 
tion, which marks the aspirant as no friend of labor. 

Knowland’s 1933 rating in the Assembly was: 19, good; 11, 
bad; 2, absent; and he ranked 40th in the Assembly. In the 
State Senate in 1935 compilations he was tabbed with: 4, good: 
11, bad; 3, absent. In labor issues in the 1937 Senate compila- 
tion he was rated: 5, good; 2, bad; no absent. 

Additionally, veteran labor representatives at Sacramento and 
Washington describe Knowland as anti-labor and seldom eager 
to give labor's viewpoint much consideration.
